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As  mentioned  in  earlier  progress  reports  the  proponents 
of  the  Koch  remedy  have  steadily  refused  to  give  or  sell 
either  small  or  large  quantities  of  the  Koch  material  for 

the  investigational  purposes  of  your  Commission. 

/ 

It  must  be  recalled  also  that  in  order  to  meet  the 
complaints  of  the  advocates  of  the  remedy,  the  Commission 
had  been  given  widely  extended  powers  under  the  lublic 
Inquiries  Act  to  investigate  not  only  so-called  cancer  cures 
but  also  the  treatment  of  the  commoner  non-cancerous  diseases 
by  the  Koch  remedy. 

lour  Committee  then  proposed  a  set-up  of  eminent  local 
physicians  to  check  diagnosis  and  results  of  the  administration 
of  C-lyoxylide.  It  was  laid  down  that  Dr.  Arnott  should,  if 
he  cared  to  come  to  Alberta,  administer  the  remedy  and  have 
access  to  the  patient  under  the  supervision  of  the  Commission. 
The  local  medical  men  in  the  interests  of  science  offered 
generously  to  donate  their  services  free,  it  was  further 
understood  that  in  accord  with  recognized  standard  routine 
control  cases  should  be  provided  against  which  the  progress 
or  vice-versa  of  the  patients  under  treatment  by  Glyoxylide 
could  be  measured. 

No  reply  came  to  the  Committee  touching  this  proposal 
although  it  seemed  to  cover  the  expressed  widies  of  the 
proponents  of  the  Koch  remedy. 

Meantime  there  is  substantial  reason  to  believe  that 
doses  of  Glyoxylide  were  being  provided  to  private  physicians 
although  the  Committee,  a  government  body,  was  categorically 
refused  supplies  for  investigational  purposes. 

A  sensation  was  caused  in  April  of  this  year  by  the 
arrest  cf  the  two  Koch  brothers,  William  F.  and  Louis,  for 
breach  cf  the  U.  S.  Food,  Drugs  and  Cosmetic  laws.  -  Your 
Committee  is  informed  by  the  Assistant  Federal  Attorney 
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Eastern  Michigan  that  the  trial  of  the  two  men  involved  will 
take  place  in  the  late  summer  or  early  autumn. 

Meantime,  soon  after  the  arrest,  Dr.  Arnott  paid  a  visit 
to  Edmonton.  He  did  not,  however,  make  his  presence  known  to 
your  Committee  and  departed  without  any  attempt  to  discuss 
the  whole  problem  of  the  use  and  usefulness  of  Glyoxylide 
as  a  remedy  for  cancer  and  other  common  diseases. 

Your  Committee  in  the  end  found  itself,  therefore,  in 
much  the  same  position  as  the  Ontario  Cancer  Commission, 
whose  highly  adverse  report  on  Glyoxylide,  after  a  long 
investigation,  has  recently  issued. 

Finally,  it  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  your  Committee 
that  the  claims  made  for  the  Koch  remedy  as  a  cure  for  cancer 
and  other  common  maladies  remain  as  before  our  investigation 
unproven  and  unsubstantiated,  and,  that  until  those  endorsing 
the  Koch  remedy  are  prepared  to  agree  on  their  part  to  an 
unconditional  examination  by  an  impartial  tribunal  of  the 
so-called  cure,  the  &och  remedy  should  be  banned  from 
distribution  in  the  Province  of  Alberta  as  inimical  to  the 
public  interest. 
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
